THE  ROOF  OF  THE  REPUBLIC 

^^  HE  WASHINGTON  MEMORIAL  CHAPEL  commemorates  the 
^^  builders  of  the  nation.  Out  of  their  efforts  grew  the  great 
Repubhc.  All  the  memorials  in  the  nave,  choir  and  sanctu- 
ary and  all  the  windows  will  commemorate  Washington  and  his 
co-workers  in  the  founding  of  the  State,  but  over  all  these  will 
stretch  the  "  Roof  of  the  Republic,"  in  which  each  State  will  be 
represented  by  its  Panel  with  its  arms,  carved  and  colored.  On  the 
walls  of  the  Chapel  will  be  placed  the  tablets  bearing  the  names  of 
the  States,  and  the  Donors  of  the  State  Panels,  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  Panel  is  a  Memorial. 

To  New  Jersey,  though  the  generosity  and  patriotism  of  Mrs. 
Erastus  Gaylord  Putnam,  belongs  the  honor  of  being  the  first  to  be 
represented  in  the  "  Roof  of  the  Republic."  The  New  Jersey  State 
Panel  is  given  in  memory  of  Miss  Ellen  Mecum,  Vice  President 
General  of  the  National  Society,  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution.

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  DONE  IN  ELEVEN  YEARS 

Without  a  communicant,  without  a  cent,  this  work  was  begun. 
There  are  now  about  90  communicants,  about  as  many  more  Sunday- 
school  members,  and  a  property  worth  $89,000  :  $3,500  in  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  Parish,  $800  in  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Wash- 
ington Memorial  Library,  and  $575  in  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
Valley  Forge  Museum  of  American  History. 

The  Chapel  is  only  partly  built,  but  it  contains :  The  Washing- 
ton-Wood Pulpit,  Perclose  and  Lectern;  the  Washington-Sullivan 
Font;  25  Pews  of  the  Patriots;  the  Major  Generals'  Screen;  the 
Brigadier  Generals'  Screen  ;  the  Washington  Door ;  the  Commander- 
in-Chief's  Door;  the  Washington-Burk  Memorial;  the  Thaddeus 
Thompson  Tablet ;  the  John  Benjamin  Tablet ;  the  Hovenden  Casts 
for  the  Tablets  in  Memory  of  the  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  and  the  Framers  of  the  Constitution ;  the  New  Jersey 
State  Panel  in  the  Roof  of  the  Republic. 

The  Cloister  of  the  Colonies  has  seven  bays,  representing  the 
States  of  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, Delaware  and  New  York. 

The  Patriots'  Hall.  Only  one  room  is  built,  but  this  contains 
over  $10,000  worth  of  relics  and  books. 

The  Valley  Forge  Museum  of  American  History.  This  is 
already  the  greatest  attraction  of  Valley  Forge,  and  is  steadily 
increasing  in  historic  interest.  Washington's  Marquee  is  the  most 
precious  relic  of  Washington  outside  Mount  Vernon. 

The  Washington  Memorial  Library  contains  hundreds  of 
volumes,  many  of  great  value. 

The  Washington  Memorial  Cemetery,  with  its  acres  of  lawn 
and  woodland,  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets  of  the  parish.  Only  a 
part  of  the  ground  has  been  developed. 

The  Defenders'  Gate  is  one  of  the  most  imposing  landmarks 


of  Valley  Forge.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  building  the 
arch  in  memory  of  Lincoln. 

Other  Memorials  to  the  amount  of  over  $20,000  are  promised. 
This  amount  does  not  include  pledges  for  the  completion  of  the 
Chapel,  or  of  relics  and  buildings  for  the  Valley  Forge  Museum  of 
American  History. 

Recapitulation.  Three  great  institutions:  the  Washington 
Memorial  Chapel,  the  Valley  Forge  Museum  of  American  History, 
the  Washington  Memorial  Library ;  a  property  worth  $80,000 ; 
pledges  for  Memorials  amounting  to  $22,400 ;  pledges  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Chapel ;  the  Chancel  and  $1,500.
